After they have gone through 
the "sweat" in the trench they can then be hauled to the permanent 
heeling ground in tight wagon boxes on a cool day. Of course this 
method of double heeling is more expensive but it pays in the long 
frud. Our plan is to leave the seedlings in the ground till the last 
minute before ground freezes for the winter, then put on several dig- 
Bers and rush them up in a2 hurry. Of course, no matter how late they
